with at least one run-time handler and one or more run-time services; and 

providing the specified functionality to access information, including: 

receiving a request from the given client that identifies at least one template;

accessing the dictionary and determining the run-lime handler and the run-lime 
services associated with the abstract references; and

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a template manager, responsive to the client request that identifies the particular template, 

including logic that 

accesses the template repository and parses the particular template, 

accesses the dictionary and resolves the abstract references to the associated run-lime 

services, and 

invokes the associated run-time services that provide back-end information access 
functionality.
